German 
Raid on American 
First Line Halted by 
Sammies 


STRONG 
FIRE 
DEFEATS INS 


Kaiser 
Troops 
Unsuccessful 
in Fierce Attack 
on the 
French 
Lines 


Latest 
war 
dispatches state 
that American forces are now 
occupying a sector on the Meuse 
heights south of Verdun 
This 
announcement 
was 
re- 
leased 
¬ 
for publication 
last night 
simultaneously with a statement 
that the 
enemv raided nnV nf 
the American 
listening posts in 
cms sector atter a heavy 
bom ¬ 
bardment 
The raid was made against one 
of the few positions in this re¬ 
gion where it is feasible heennsp 
of the terrain 
to conduct opera 
tions 
without heavy loss to the 
attacking forces 
The 
enemy 
first 
vigorously 
bombarded the 
American 
first 
line and communication 
trenches 
zig zagging up the hillside 
and 
then sent over a raiding party 
which swarmed about the listen ¬ 
ing post 
Further progress of the enemy 
was halted by a strong fire from 
the American first and second 
lines 
and 
as a consequence 
the 
enemy can hardly claim success 
Because of the topography of 
the Meuse heights 
region 
there 
has been little spvprp 
fio htinfr 
there for many months 
and the 
opposing 
forces took advantage 
of the inactivity to construct fine 
ducoutsT mnOafc them 
hpi her 
lighted by electricity 
Each side 
enjoys tne advantage ot excellent 
nhservatinn nnits and shplla eohn 
among 
the 
surrounding 
hills 
which aie vuvereu 
wiui spring 
flowers 
The 
other 
American 
sectors 
were reported quiet yesterday 
The Germans sent in few shells 
in the sector northwest of Toul 
but the enemy airplanes were 
fairly active in patrolling 


1 German troops numbering well 
over a hundred thousand deliver 
ed a terrific attack yesterday 
against the French along a front 
of nearly nine miles from Grives- - 
nes to the north of the Amiens 
Roye road 
They were met with 
a storm of fire from the French 
guns and altnough the assaults 
were repeated time after time 
they succeeded in gaining only a 
small section of ground 
The French retained Grivesnes 
but the Germans occupied 
the 
villages of Mailly 
Raineval 
and 
Morisel
